Wh en th e p ro h ibito ry o rdin an ce in ­ 
tro du ced by th e min isterial asso cia­ 
tio n came u p fo r its seco n d readin g 
at th e meetin g o f co u n cil last n igh t 
It h ad been ap p ro v ed in fo rm by th e 
o rdin an ce co mmittee. 
Th e min iste­ 
rial asso ciatio n was rep resen ted by 
Dr. Taggart, Rev . Crawfo rd an d Rev . 
Green e, wh ile th e salo o n keep ers h ad 
Atto rn ey A. H. Clark p resen t. No t a 
wo rd o f co mmen t was made o n th e 
o rdin an ce an d it was p ermitted to go 
tc its th ird readin g.

If co u n cil sees fit to p ass th at reso lu ­ 
tio n we will o f co u rse acq u iesce, bu t 
we th in k it is sh iftin g a resp o n sibility 
y o u o u gh t to assu me an d in sist th at 
th e o rdin an ce eith er be p assed o r kill­ 
ed by th is bo dy . Yo u are emp o wered 
o v th e p eo p le to act o n it an d sh o u ld 
do so .” 
Mr. Marsh all rep lied to th e sp eech 
cf Mr. Clark an d said: 
“I fo r o n e do n o t care to assu me 
th at resp o n sibility . I was n o t p u t in 
o n an issu e o f th at kin d, ev en if a 
few members o f co u n cil were. I will 
be go v ern ed by th e will o f th e p eo ­ 
p le. I h av e n o ax es to grin d an d will 
do my du ty as it is laid do wn to me 
by th em. I will n o t v o te o n th e o rdi­ 
n an ce u n til th e v o ice o f th e p eo p le 
h eard." 
Dr. Taggart th en to o k th e fio o r an d 
aid: 
"Th e min isters came h ere askin g 
co u n cil to do a certain th in g, wh ich 
h ey h av e a righ t to do an d th e re- 
p o n sibility rests wdth y o u . After 
lo min g do wn h ere an d seein g y o u r 
o rk I am mo re in sy mp ath y with y o u 
n d do n o t feel like 
th ro win g bu r- 
en s o n y o u . I wo u ld n o t be a co u n - 
ilman with o u t do in g my u tmo st to 
ro h ibit 
th is traffic, wh ich is do in g 
mu ch damage to th e co mmu n ity , 
e h av en ’t asked to h av e th is mat­ 
ter su bmitted to a v o te o f th e p eo p le, 
Bu t We Will No t Sh irk It, 
[As we h av e co n fiden ce th ey will be 
lifcu n d o n th e righ t side, as th ey h av e 
been in th e last 30 y ears. Th e th ree 
imes th e q u estio n was su bmitted to 
th e p eo p le in th at time ev ery time it 
was decided o n e way . If we can get 
a fu ll ex p ressio n o f th e min ds o f th e 
p eo p le I h av en ’t an y do u bt as to wh at 
th e resu lt will be. Th ey are ju st as 
I an x io u s to p reserv e life to day as th ey 
were 28 y ears ago , ju st as an x io u s to 
p reserv e go o d so ciety as th ey were 
in 1883 an d again in 1886. We h ad a 
maj'o rity th en . We are n o t sh irkin g 
o r sh rin kin g back, an d if y o u go to a 
v o te o f th e p eo p le we will go wrlth 
y o u . Ev ery time It h as been decided 
o n e way , an d It will be decided th at 
way again .** 


Nice th en made 
a 
statemen t in 
wh ich h e said: “I was n o t elected o n 
a p ro h ibitio n p latfo rm an d 
am 
n o 
rro h ibitio n ist, bu t if th e p wp le wan t 
lo cal o p tio n I will v o te to carry o u t 
th e wish es o f th e p eo p le. I th in k th is 
IS a fair way o f decidin g th e 
q u es­ 
tio n ." 
Clark remarked th at th e asso ciatio n 
wh ich h e rep resen ted was ready fo r 
th e figh t an d Rev . Craw^fo rd su ggest­ 
ed th at th e time o f th e electio n l)e 
made later. 
Peach remarked th at it 
was as fair fo r o n e as fo r th e o th er, 
an d h e th o u gh t if it was to go befo re 
th e p eo p le th ere sh o u ld be n o agita­ 
tio n all su mmer. He said h e p referred 
takin g th e resp o n sibility in co u n cil an d 
it th e p eo p le disap p ro v ed o f h is v o te 
all righ t. He sp o ke o f th e p ro h ibito ry 
o rdin an ce p assed in Wellsv ille so me 
y ears ago an d said h e h ad seen p er­ 
so n s wh o were p resen t at co u n cil drin k 
wh isky fro m a so da fo u n tain . He re­ 
marked th at h e th o u gh t 
th e

agitated. 
Cap tain Harry Palmer stated th at 
h e h ad been in fav o r o f co u n cil v o t­

Crip p s mo v ed th at th e date o f th e 
electio n be made tw'o weeks 
later. 
Heddlesto n seco n ded.

Marsh all stated th at 
h is o bject in

Cannon Decides to Let the Voters Deal with the 
Prohibitory Ordinance.

Judges and Clerks Have Been Appointed, and Every­ 
thing Is in Readiness For the Election. 


On Saturday, July 21, between the\ 
hours of I and 7 o’clock, legal time,) 
the voters of the city of East Liver­ 
pool will have a chance to decide by, 
their 
ballots whether they wish to 
banish the 
saloons from the 
city. 
This was the action taken by council 
last night. 
When the prohibitory ordinance in­ 
troduced by the ministerial associa-' 
ticn came up for its second reading 
at the meeting of council last night 
it had been approved in form by the 
ordinance committee. 
The ministe­ 
rial association was represented by 
Dr. Taggart, Rev. Crawford and Rev. 
Greene, while the saloon keepers had 
Attorney A. H. Clark present. Not a 
word of comment was made on the 
ordinance and it was permitted to go 
to its third reading. 
Later in the evening the following 
resolution was introduced 
by Presi­ 
dent Marshall: 
"A resolution submitting the 
pro­ 
hibition of ale, beer and porter houses 
and other places where liquors are 
sold at retail to a vote of the people, 
appointing polling places, judges and 
clerks. 
‘‘Resolved, By the city council of 
the city of East Liverpool, that the 
prohibition of the ale, beer and por­ 
ter houses and other places where in­ 
toxicating liquors are sold at retail in 
the city of East Liverpool be submit­ 
ted to a vote of the citizens of said 
city on

Marshall Gave Redso 
Mr .Marshall in supports 
elution said: 
"I introduce 
Don in order that council 
guided on their decisive 


prohibitory ordinance by the voice of 
the people. I, as one member of this 
council, stand pledged to obey the 
voice of the people, be 
it for or 
against the ordinance. 
I have 
sub­ 
mitted the names of the various pas­ 
tors and saloon keepers as judges of 
the election in order that everything 
may be fair and square and the ballot 
honest. If it is not it will not be the 
fault of council. 
I move the resolu­ 
tion be passed.” 
The resolution was seconded by 
Nice and Attorney A. H. Clark made 
the following statement: 
“On behalf of the association I rep­ 
resent I am opposed to the resolution 
and am desirous of having council 
determine the merits of the case and 
want council to do it. The ministers 
have come to this body asking you 
to determine the matter and 
It Ought to be Settled Here. 
If council sees fit to pass that resolu­ 
tion we will of course acquiesce, but 
we think it is shifting a responsibility 
you ought to assume and insist that 
the ordinance either be passed or kill­ 
ed by this body. You are empowered 
ov the people to act on it and should 
do so.’* 
Mr. Marshall replied to the speech 
cf Mr. Clark and said: 
“I for one do not care to assume 
that responsibility. I was not put in 
on an issue of that kind, even if a 
few members of council were. I will 
be governed by the will of the peo­ 
ple. I have no axes to grind and will 
do my duty as it is laid down to me 
py them. I will not vote on the ordi- 
nce until the voice of the people 
heard.” 
Dr. Taggart then took the floor and 
laid: 
The ministers came here asking 
louncil to do a certain thing, which 
ey have a right to do and the re- 
ponsibility rests with you. After 
ming down here and seeing 
your 
ork I am more in sympathy with you 
nd do not feel like 
throwing bur- 
ens on you. I would not be a eoun- 
ilman without doing my utmost to 
cohibit 
this traffic, which is doing 
much damage to the community, 
e haven’t asked to have this mat­ 
er submitted to a vote of the people, 
But We Will Not Shirk It, 
s we have 
confidence they will be 
!cund on the right side, as they have 
een in the last 30 years. The three 
imes the question was submitted to 
he people in that time every time it 
iwas decided one way. If we can get 
full expression of the minds of the 
people I haven’t any doubt as to what 
e result will be. They are Just as 
anxious to preserve life today as they 
were 28 years ago, just as anxious to 
preserve good society as they were 
in 1883 and again in 1886. We had a 
majority then. We are not shirking 
or shrinking back, and if you go to a 
vote of the people we win go with 
you. Every time it has been decided 
one way, and it will be decided that 
way again.” 


Nice then made 
a 
statement in 
which he said: 
“I was not elected on 
a prohibition platform and 
am 
no 
prohibitionist, but if the people want 
local option I will vote to carry out 
the wishes of the people. I think this 
is a fair way of deciding the 
ques­ 
tion.” 
Clark remarked that the association 
which he represented was ready for 
the fight and Rev. Crawford suggest­ 
ed that the time of the election be 
made later. 
Peach remarked that it 
Has as fair for one as for the other, 
f-nd he thought if it was to go before 
the people there should be no agita­ 
tion all summer. He said he preferred 
taking the responsibility in council and 
it the people disapproved of his vote 
all right. He spoke of the prohibitory 
ordinance passed in Wellsville some1 
years ago and said he had seen per­ 
sons who were present at council drink 
whisky from a soda fountain.

RULES FOR VISITORS. 


Section I. Visitors are reminded that these grounds are sacredly de­ 
voted to the Interment of the dead, and a strict observance of all that la 
proper, In a place so dedicated, will be required of all who visit It 


2. Visitors will be admitted to the cemetery at all times during week 
days. On Sundays no one will be admitted except lot owners or those hav­ 
ing a special ticket Tickets can be procured at office of the secretary In 
First National bank, or the residence of the superintendent at cemetery. 


3. Every person driving in the cemetery shall be responsible for any 
damage done by him or by the animals in his charge. 


4. No vehicle will be allowed to pass through the grounds at a rate ex­ 
ceeding six miles an hour, and no one is permitted to drive on any of th* 
walks. No horse must be left on the grounds unfastened. Drivers must 
remain on their seats or by their horses during funeral services. Carriages 
will not be permitted to turn on any avenue. 


5. All persons are prohibited from picking any flowers, either wild or 
cultivated, or breaking any trees, shrub or plant, anywhere within th# sa* 
closure; and also from writing upon, defacing, or in any way injuring any 
ornament, tree or structure in or belonging to the cemetery. 


6. Persons with refreshments will not be admitted to the cemetary, SHA 
all bags or baskets must be left at the entrance. Children will not ba ftfr 
muted to the cemetery unless in the care of adults. 


7. Dogs will not be permitted in the cemetery. 


8. Except in case of emergency, when lots are required for Immediate 
use, the superintendent will not attend to the selection or sale of Iota os 
Sunday. 


9. Shooting will not be allowed, and no firearms will be permitted with­ 
in the grounds except at military funerals. 


IO. The Superintendent and his deputies are vested by an Act of the 
General Assembly of the State of Ohio with full police power to arrest 
without warrant and tr.ke before a Justice of the Peace any offender la 
these grounds, and the Association exact the discharge of this duty. They 
will expel from the cemetery any person disturbing Its sancity by noisy, 
boisterous or other Improper conduct, or who shall violate any of the for* 
going rules, and will subject the offender to due punishment.

11.—The in­ 
formal opening of the Democratic presi­ 
dential campaign took place m Lincoln. 
In two ratification meetings, one in the 
afternoon conducted by the Populisti 
and Silv er Republicans of Nebraska, 
and one in the ev ening conducted by 
the Democrats. William J . Bryan, Chas. 
A. Towne, General J ames B. Weav er 
and other leaders of the parties outlined 
the work of the campaign in th i inter­ 
est of Bryan aud Stev enson.

the speeches and paid homage to the 
leaders of the parties to which they 
owed allegiance, nearly 3,000 people 
packing the Auditorium in the after- 
uoou, while 10,000gathered in the Uapi- 
tol grounds in the ev ening.

the speeches and paid homage to the 
leaders of the parties to which they 
owed allegiance, nearly 3,000 people 
packing the Auditorium in the after­ 
noon, while 10,000 gathered in the Oapi 
tol grounds in the evening. 
Mr. Bryan and Mr. Towne spoke at 
both meetings, although it was their in 
tention to deliver addresses only at the 
evening meeting, and their remarks, 
forecasting as they did the fusion of the 
three parties on the Denocratic national 
ticket, were received with unbounded 
enthusiasm. Mr. Stevenson, who is Mr. 
Bryan’s guest, was somewhat indis­ 
posed and did not appear at the after 
noon meeting. 
He was present at the 
evening meeting,, however, and received 
an ovation. 
At the Afternoon meeting 
the speakers were Mr. Bryan, Congress 
man Shafroth, of Colorado; “Cyclone” 
Davis, of Texas; former Assistant Sec­ 
retary of the Interior Webster Davis, 
Charles A. Towne and General James 
B. Weaver. 
Mr. Bryan spoke last and 
only in response to repeated calls. 
He 
was wildly cheered as Chairman Edrais- 
ton introduced him as “ Mr. Bryan, of 
North America.” 
“ I feel almost as if I ought to apolo­ 
gize for not being able to call myself a 
Former Republican,” said Mr. Bryan, 
amid laughter. Mr. Bryan then paid 
eloquent tribute to General Weaver, 
Charles A. Towne and Webster Davis, 
former Republicans, saying he “ won­ 
dered how the Republican who is not 
tied to his party by office could refuse to 
leave his party aud cast his lot with 
those who believe in the Declaration of 
Independence here and in South Africa 
also. 
“ I simply want to say now that the 
campaign is begun so far as the tickets 
and the platforms are concerned.” 
Mr. Bryan continued: “ And from 
now until election day it will be the 
duty of every citizen to take those issues 
before the country and weigh them. It 
will be the duty of every citizen to see 
where his duty lies. There is a privi 
lege in being an American citizen, and 
there is a responsibility commensurate 
w ith the privilege. If we lived in a 
land where a king thought for us, we 
would feel no responsibility for the ac­ 
tion of that king. 
“ But we live in a land where the peo­ 
ple determine the policy. 
We live in a 
land where the citizen impresses his 
own opinion upon 
the government, 
where the policy of the government 
may be determined by the vote of one 
citizen. 
Aud I want to leave a thought 
with those who are to vote this fall. 
I 
want every citizen to so vote as he 
would vote if he knew that his vote 
would determine this next election. 
[ Applause. J Remember what it means. 
You vote iu Nebraska and your vote 
may determine the vote of this state on 
the presidential ticket and your state 
may determine the result. 
[ Applause. J 
“ W henyou get to the polls to vote re“ 
member that you are an American citi­ 
zen. I Applause. J Remember that your 
vote limy determine this nation’s posi­ 
tion, aud that this nation will, in large 
measure, determine the public opinion 
of the world on the doctrine that gov­ 
ernments come up from the people. 
[Applause.] For 124 years this uatiou 
has held before the world the light of 
liberty. 
“ For more than a century it has been 
an example to all Jthe world. 
You tell 
me that we can now be indifferent to 
what is going on? You tell me that a 
man who lifts his voice against the doc­ 
trine of imperialism is pleading the 
cause of the Filipino? I tell you he is 
pleading the cause of 70.000,000 Ameri­ 
can citizens: aye, he is championing the 
rights of the struggling masses of the 
world, who look to America for exam­ 
ple. 
(Great applause. ] 
If every I i tipino were to die the 
world would go on, but if this uatiou, 
the greatest republic of the world’s his­ 
tory, puts out its light, if this republic 
turns back to the doctrine which vv..> 
loved a century aud a uuarter asro. thou 


to wnat natmn or toe world can the peo 
pie look for hope and inspiration ? So 
you ought to be proud that you are an 
American citizen aud are able to say, 
'if the republic goes down, I am not to 
blame for its downfall.’ ” (Great ap 
plause. J 
At the evening meeting, Mr. Bryan 
and Mr. Stevenson were given a tre­ 
mendous greeting by the crowds. 
Borh 
were cheered again aud again as they 
appeared on the platform. 
Mr. Towne 
delivered the most extended speech of 
the evening meet ing, outlining the cam­ 
paign arguments on which the Demo- 
(ratio party will light the campaign of 
1900. 
Mr. Towne gave his first attern 
Mon to the m onetaryquestion, admitting 
issues had changed in importance since 
1896, bur insisting that it was still a live 
issue; that the principles of bimetallism 
are as true now as they were iu 1896. 
Trusts were denounced as an in her 
ent part of the Republican admiuistra 
tiou. 
Accumulated wealth, he said. 
had already inaugurated a period ct na­ 
tional decay, and that to the “ reform 
forces” of the country must the people 
look to for relief. 
Mr. Bryan afterward spoke, aud said 
in part: 
“ I do not care to enter, at the present 
time, upon a discussion of the issues 
presented by the platform adopted at 
Kansas City. 
I eau say, however, that 
it is, iu my judgment, the greatest plat­ 
form adopted iu recent years, if not in 
the history of the country. It is a great­ 
er platform than the Chicago platform, 
for it endorses the principles set forth in 
that platform and, in addition thereto, 
presents the party’s position upon sev­ 
eral new and vital questions. 
There is 
no evasion about the platform, no ambi­ 
guity and no double dealing. 
It is as 
clear as the tones of a bell, as clear as 
the tones of a liberty bell. It deals hon­ 
estly with the American people. 
Its 
candidates are pledged to its mainte­ 
nance 
‘When the convention came to the 
selection of a candidate for vice presi 
dent there was diversity of opinion 
Some preferred an eastern candidate 
thinking he would strengthen them in 
the east. Some preferred Towne, knew 
ing of the sacrifice which he made for 
principle and of his devotion to the 
principles set forth in the Chicago plat 
form. 
But the choice fell upon a dis 
tinguished Illinois Democrat who once 
discharged with great credit the duties 
of the office. 
In the campaign of 1896 
when plutocracy and democracy met 
face to face Adlai E. Stevenson was on 
able and courageous defender of the 
cause of Democracy. 
During the cam 
paign he spoke in seven of the close 
states. 
When I visited Bloomington. 
near the close of the campaign, he was 
chairman of the meeting. 
In begin­ 
ning my speech I referred to him as 
follows: 
" 'We who have been keepers of the 
Democratic faith love Adlai Stevenson, 
not only for what he is, but we love him 
also because he is all we have left of the 
last national Democratic ticket 
The 
Bible tells you of the father who loved 
the prodigal son when he returned 
I 
tell you of the Democratic father who 
loved the son who went not astray 
I 
know that some of our allies felt agriev 
ed that they were not given the second 
place upon the ticket, but I am sure 
that they can not feel unkindly toward 
one who, like Mr. Stevenson, was loyal 
to the ticket nominated at Chicago, and 
who is able to defend the magnificent 
party creed set forth at Kansas City.’ 
“ In this campaign, issues are greater 
than men. 
I shall not ask any one to 
vote our ticket merely because its the 
ticket of the party. 
It deserves sup 
port because it stands for the Declara­ 
tion of Independence in dealing with 
the Philippines and the principle of 
equal rights for all and special privi­ 
leges for none iu all domestic ques­ 
tions ” 
General James B. Weaver also spoke 
at some length, outlining the work to 
be done by the Democratic, Silver Re­ 
publican and Populist parties, and ap­ 
pealing for harmony for the coiumou 
cause.

tary Charles Dick, who referred it to 
Chairman B. B. Odell, of the New York 
state committee,

investigation. 
Chairman Odell engaged a detective, who 
speedily verified certain important aile 
gat ions made in the warning letter. 
Thereupon Mr. Odell reported to Sec­ 
retary Dick, who laid all the facts be­ 
fore Chairman Mark Hanna. 
Mr. Odell’s report caused great alarm 
among the president’s close friends ana 
advisers. 
Mr. Odell made it plain that he re­ 
garded the plot as a matter of the ut­ 
most seriousness, and urged that ex­ 
treme precautions be taken to keep the 
president out of harm ’s reach.

They instructed Mr. Odell to continue 
his investigation and cautioned him to 
work with the utmost secrecy. 
To a World reporter last evening Mr. 
Odel 
admitted that he aud certain 
members of the national committee had 
discovered a plot to assassinate the 
president. 
“ Yes, it is true,” he said, “but I re­ 
gret exceedingly that the matter has be­ 
come public.” 
He was extremely anxious that no ref­ 
erence whatever should be made to the 
matter. 
Special detectives are guarding tne 
president in Canton. 
CONDITION OlTcROPS. 


B ethlehem Taken by Force* Under Clem* 
ent* and Paget—Num ber of 
Casual tie*. 


L on d on J u.y ll.—Lord Roberts sent 
a dispatch to the war office containing 
the following in part* 
“ P r e t o r ia , July IO.—Clements’ and 
Paget’s forces entered Bethlehem, July 
7. 
The former, nearing the town, sent 
in a flag of truce, demanding its sur­ 
render, which was refused by De Wet, 
wheu, Paget making a wide turning 
movement, succeeded in getting hold of 
the enemy’s most important position, 
covering the town. 
This was carried 
before dark by the Munster fusiliers and 
Yorkshire light infantry. 
The follow­ 
ing morning the attack was continued 
aud by noon the town was in our pos­ 
session and the enemy in full retreat. 
“Our casualties were four officers and 
32 men, of the Munsters, wounded; one. 
missing; Captains 
MacPherson 
aud 
Weakes aud Lieutenant Conway, se­ 
verely, and Lieutenant Boyd-Rochefort, 
Scottish Rifles, slightly wounded; seven 
men of the Yorkshires wounded; one 
killed; two wounded of the Imperial 
Yeomanry 
“ Baden Powell reached Rustenburg 
during the evening of July 8, without 
opposition 
He found all quiet there 
aud public confidence purely satisfac­ 
tory, thanks to the prompt and bold 
grasp of the situation taken by Major 
Han bury-Tracy, 
“The district west of this is somewhat 
unsettled, owing to the small force 
which attacked Rustenburg being still 
in that neighborhood. 
Measures are 
taken to meet this.” 
Further along, Lord Roberts said in 
part as to the fighting at Bethlehem: 
“The list of casualties has not yet been 
received, but Clements states they are 
few, considering the strength of the po 
■itions assaulted.”

CHINESE NAMES. 


They Are Not Such Fearful Tongue 
Twisters lf You Know How 
to Pronounce Them. 


An acknowledged local authority on 
the pronoifnciation of Chinese names 
as translated into English says that 
there need be no serious difficulty in 
sounding the many Chinese names 
now appearing in the newspapers if 
the reader will remember that the 
vowels in these names are uniformly 
those of the Italian or continental al­ 
phabet, namely:

Also, it should be remembered, 
every syllable has

in pronunciation.

As for consonants, they are pro­ 
nounced exactly as 
written.
